At this time the college has 
planned to offer only two courses 
in the post session. These courses 
are Education 300A, Techniques 
and Procedures, a four unit class 
which will meet from 8:30 a.m. 
to 12 noon daily, August 5 to 30. 
This course is limited to ap- 
proved candidates for a teaching 
credential who have taken Edu- 
cation 110. 111, and 130 or equiv- 
alent. The other course scheduled 
is Health Education 160, Work- 
shop on Problems of Health, a 
two unit class, offered from 9:00 
a.m. to 3 p.m. daily, August 5 to 
16. 

The college is willing tc con- 
sider the addition of other courses 
if there is a sufficient interest 
shown. Approximately twenty 
persons must apply for a course 
to be given. 

Post session will be for a dura- 
tion of four weeks, a person may 
register for no more than four 
units, plus one-half unit of Physi- 
cal Education, music or drama. 
The classes will meet from 8 a.m. 
until 12 noon, daily. 

Anyone planning to attend the 
post session or who would like to 
attend provided certain courses 
are offered is requested to fill

Exams Seheduled Saturday 9-12 


Examinations for the fulfill- 
ment of state law graduation re- 
uirements will be given Saturday 
from 9 a.m. to 12 noon in room 
105 Douglass Hail. 


Tnese examinations are in 
keeping with requirements of the 
California state educational code 
which requires that students pur- 
suing a degree in education must 
demonstrate knowledge and un- 
derstanding of the United States 
constitution, American history 
and ideals and state and local 
government. The United States 
constitution requirement is a 
dual requirement in that it is 
also a prerequisite for certain 
credential patterns. 

Any student wishing to take 
more than one of the examina- 


tions during the day may make 
special arrangements in advance 
by contacting the Social Science 
division in the new Social Science 
building. Dr. Earl C. Segrest, as- 
sociate professor of government, 
will administer the examinations. 


Examinations to be given are 
U. S. State arid Local Govern- 
ment, American National Govern- 
ment, and U. S. History. 

Reference texts pertinent to 
these examinations and suggested 
by the Social Science division in- 
clude any American Government 
textbook, the chapters dealing 
with the federal system, inter- 
state relations and constitutional 
powers, and any gerncrally used 
college textbook on American 
history. 


Three European artists, known 
as the Schoenfeld Trio, will pre- 
sent a chamber-music ensemble 
concert tonight at 8:15 in the 
Little Theater.

Born in Yugoslavia, the Misses 
Schoenfeld started on musical 
careers at a very early age. Alice 
made her first concert tour at 
the age of five, and Eleonore, be- 
fore taking up the cello, was a 
child-ballerina at the age of four, 
at the Berlin State Opera. Both 
have toured the principal Euro- 
pean ccuntries in recitals, radio 
concerts, as soloists with the 
leading orchestras, and have ap- 
peared on television and in mo- 
tion pictures. 

Schultzes background also in- 
cludes a long musical career, 
having toured three continents 
and performing as soloist with 
the Vienna Philharmonic, Berlin 
Philharmonic, Helsingfors Phil- 
harmonic, Amsterdam Concert 
Gebouw and many others. He 
has also appeared frequently as 
guest artist at the royal courts 
of Spain, Belgium and Roumania. 
He has appeared many times at 
Carnegie Hall.

Tonight’s program will include 
duos, solos by each of the artists 
and will feature Vivaldi’s Trio in 
D Minor for violin, cello and 
piano; Bruch’s Ke] Nigri for cel- 
lo and piano; Kelaly’s duo for 
violin and cello; Beethoven’s Trio 
in D Minor and Gouned-Sara- 
site’s Faust Fantasis for violin 
and piano.

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Irresponsible? 


Every year the Sacramento State College placement office places 
many students in full time professions, summer jobs, and part time 
jobs while going to school. In the main these students have done their 
work well. Lois Wheeler, placement interviewer, recently noted that 
she received many calls complimenting the work of the students that 
had been employed through the services of the placement office and 
that on occasion some employers have called her after a student has 
graduated and asked for a student “just like the young fellow you 
sent me the last time.” 

This record is a tribute not only to the placement office 
for its efficiency and good judgment but also to the students who have 
made this record. 

It seems a shame that the good record of so many students is 
vulnerable to the irresponsibility of a few. Recently a student carne 
in and applied for a summer job, this student was a mature intelligent 
individual, and the job he applied for, though the pay was low, 
required an intelligent individual. This fellow, let us call him Mr. 
Smith, given an interview with the potential employer, was hired. 
Smith accepted the job and when the time came for him to be at 
work there was no Smith. He did not call or make any effort to get 
in touch with his would be employer. It seems that in the interim, 
between being employed and actually going on the job, Smith found 
a better job and took it. 

This sort of a case does not happen too often, but it only needs 
to happen once to an employer who hires fifty people a year to stop 
him from looking on the college campus. Therefore it must be the 
responsibility of each individual who makes use of the placement 
facilities, whether he is in the market for a lifetime job or for just a 
five dollar a week part-time job, to realize that it is not only his own 
reputation that is at stake but that the reputation of the placement 
office which places so many students, is also at stake.

Part Time Jobs 


Lois Wheeler, placeiion: 
terviewer, in the Sacramento 
State College placement office, 
announced last week that the 
placement office still has a few 
part-time summer jobs and al. 
a few part-time jobs that will run 
all year around. The jobs offered 
at this time of year are not realiy 
the professional type of job but if 
you are strapped for ready cash, 
a job doing janitoria! work, baby 
sitting. gardening. or even work- 
ing in a funeral chapel wil! help 
you pick up a few more dollars. 

Miss Wheeler noted that there 
were four jobs open in funeral 
homes around town, these jobs 
are usually open only to men and 
they involve working as an even- 
ing receptionist, night man (an- 
swering the phone and doorbell 
at night), and occasionally driv- 
ing for funerals. This type of job 
‘nas a lot to offer for the full time 
student, the time requirements 
are not too pressing because the 
student can study on the job and 
the atmosphere is quiet with few 
distractions. Salary for a job of 
this sort pays from $30 to $60 per 
month, with either a furnished 
room or apartment in the funeral 
home, and extra money for driv- 
ing jobs. 

Althought this may sound a bit 
morbid it is a very educational 
job, if the individual cares to 
learn. He can learn much about 
public relations, find out much 
about people in general, and if 
he keeps an open mind and does 
not take every case to heart he 
can enjoy himself in the atmo- 
sphere which so many people 
feel is morbid.
